the rep ort said in p art: 
Certain types of dancing should be 
condemned, according to the commit­

consequently, “commercialized amuse­ 
m ent m ust be check ed up by the sen­ 
sitized, Christianized conscience of thj 
com m unity.”

I v isited Sherro d a few* day s ago and 
o btained fro m him an acco u nt o f his 
j bu ffalo hu nting ex periences. 
One o f 
the interesting statem ents made 
by 
Mr. Sherro d was that in 18 7 5 bu ffalo es 
were killed in great nu mbers fo r their 
to ngu es, co nsidered a great delicacy . 
His First Buffalo Hunt. 
“ I was ju st a bo y and was o u t here 
! o n 
the bu ffalo 
range in 18 7 4 and 
18 7 5.” he said. “I was sev enteen y ears 
i o ld when I came o u t the first time. 
We came o u t fro m Bro wn co u nty , 
■abo u t 20(1 miles to the east, and there 
were o nly fiv e o f u s. We hu nted fo r 
meat. 
That y ear y o u co u ld see 200 
and 300 co y o tes in a bu nch, bu t the 
seco nd 
y ear 
these 
animals 
were 
thinned o u t. 
There were many nu n 
bu ffalo 
hu nting, 
who 
killed 
the 
co y o tes fo r their skin. 
“ We really came a lot further out 
than necessary to kill the buffaloes 
hut we had lots of fun. There were 
tens of thousands of buffaloes ev ery ­ 
where. 
When we got tired of onn 
place wo would mov e to another. We 
made houses of poles, cov ered with 
buffalo hides, lined and floored with 
the *nme. The second winter we came 
out here there were thirty -two of as 
from Brown county , and T killed 36 5 
buffalo that winter my self. 
I didn’t 
, do any thing but hunt. 
“ The 
first 
winter 
we loaded our 
wagons with meat. 
We took y ear­ 
lings and two y ear olds and dried thc-lr 
hams whole. 
We brought 
a 
wash 
kettle along with us and rendered up 
thirty two kettles of full marrow and 
tallow. 
This got so hard that 
y ou 
could throw It around like a chunk 
of wood. We would take an ax , break 
the bones and then scrape the 
mar- ! 
row out. 
The marrow 
and 
tallow 
were used for cooking, making soap 
and the like. 
“ We killed enough buffaloes to fur- ; 
nish the people of Brown county with 
meat all the nex t y ear. Twelv e months 
afterwards the meat would be as hard 
as a stov e on the outside, but good 
and fresh when cut into. 
We didn’t 
salt our meat. 
The majority of the 
I meat we cut in big chunks, as large 
as a ten 
pound bucket, and dried. 
Some of it we carried baok 
in the 
whole hams. 
“ In killing the buffaloes we used 
needle guns and It cost us five cents 
a shot. 
We met two fellows up o n 
the head of the Colorado riv er the 
¡second y ear who had been out 
two 
! months and hadn’t killed a buffalo. 
¡They had these ‘citizens’ rifles 
and 
] traded us some tobacco to kill some 
buffaloes for them. We went out and 
killed about fifteen for them. 
No Trouble With Indians. 
“ There were lots of 
Indians the 
first y ear. 
We left our camp many 
times and would look hack and see 
the Indians sitfinc on th** tops of our 
wagons and mov ing around our camp. 
They nev er would bother any thing ex ­ 
cept something to eat or our mules. 
We had 
to guard the mules ev ery 
night. 
Many a night we hav e gone 
off into a thicket without mules, and 
the Indians would come 
info camp 
and pass al! around us 
There were 
more Indians ev er in Crosbv county 
. than around Tahoka lake

did hav e u fight with them, as they 
nev er did bother us

we would ride around a

Washington.—The weathe:*, ever a 
favorite and inexhaustible conversa­ 
tional topic, is the bone of contention 
in 
a 
red-hot 
controversy 
between 
meteorologists here, with the imme­ 
diate welfare of the nation In the 
balance. 
If one group of scientists, headed 
by government weather forecasters, 
ha.v the correct side of the argument, 
the present winter will be not much 
different from other winters and next 
y e a r will record the seasons in regu­ 
lar order. 
If the government experts and their 
supporters are wrong, however, the 
severe cold weather that already has 
been experienced by residents of Illi­ 
nois Is but a foretaste of even worse 
things in store for them, which will be 
the prelude of a “y ear without a sum­ 
mer.” 


Pred icts Slim Crop s. 
Herbert Janvrin Brown, a long-range 
weather forecaster, told a gathering of 
county farm agents here that the pres­ 
ent winter will be unusually severe 
and that the fall of snow and the ther­ 
mometer will he unprecedented during 
the last half century , 
lie also pre­ 
dicted that there will be little warm 
weather next year, to which he added 
the ominous forecast that crop produc­ 
tion would be slim and that there is 
n strong probability that the output 
of American farms would be unequal 
to the national appetite. 
The 
government 
weather 
bureau 
:*our.?ers with the statement that Brown 
doesn't know any thing about future 
weather conditions, and that in this 
respect he Is no better informed than 
are other meteorologists. 
Experience 
La*^ demonstrated that it is not safe, 
nor is it possible, to look ahead longer 
than a week, arid that long-range fore­ 
casting ut best is guessing, and not 
very good guessing at that, according 
to federal authority. 
In rebuttal of this contention, Brown 
declares that since 1020 he has ac­ 
curately 
forecast 
weather 
a 
y ear 
abend, and that on the basis of his 
predictions he has made crop estimates 
lhut have been more reliable than 
have been those of the Department of 
Agriculture, which Is official guardian 
oi the weather, 
Brown bases ins weather predictions 
on oce-u currents, which he cim.ns 
dvte ‘lBlie the weather conditions of 
tids *:•(•:.fluent. 
During the last sev- 
f* I y ears there have been pronounced 
chvjges in these currents, the most 
in portant of which has been a de­ 
ed ed d r op in their temperature, and 
from this he argues that 1027 is to be 
a repetition of 1815, which is said to 
have been it “y ear witiiout a sum­ 
mer,” with almost complete crop fail­ 
ure north of Tennessee. 
Volcanic A c tivi ty N e e d e d . 
A y ear ago Brown declared that the 
only phenomena needed to fulfill Ids 
forecast was volcanic activity, which. 
In* said, would fill the upper atmos­ 
phere with dust particles and reduce 
the sun’s heat. 
He now points out 
that Vesuvius by its recent eruption 
has supplied this omission, and he de- 
chfes that he is more convinced than 
e' er that the present winter will he a 
record-breaker for cold and snow, and 
that 
the accompany ing chilling of 
the earth crust, with colder ocean 
cm rents and reduced solar heat, will 
make ti e ensuing summer <me long 
to oe ten.embered by those who sur- 
vi\ c it. 
It is conceded by weather sharps 
that so far this season Brown has had 
all the “breaks,” the Northern states 
having 
had 
more 
than 
a 
normal 
arc mint cf low temperature. 
Govern­ 
ment forecasters, however, refuse to 
concede that the weather of the lust 
few day s is a sample of what is in 
store fur the balance of the winter, 
and the> laugh at the suggestion that 
I her** will be ice and snow in all the 
Nor-kern states every month of 19 27, 
as Brcwii declares will be the case.
